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I herewith  present  you  an  Albertype  copy  from  a pen  drawing 
of  a chart  or  tree  of  the  “Cnnnabell”  family  in  the  United  States, 
showing  at  a glance  the  ancestry  and  the  relationship  of  each  in- 
dividual to  any  member  of  the  family;  being  of  a size  suitable  for 
framing,  is  large  enough  to  be  easily  read,  and  xvill  become  more 
valuable  eaeh  and  every  year. 

The  descendants  of  Preserved  are  omitted,  because  at  the  time 
the  chart  was  put  in  its  present  form,  nothing  was  known  of  them 
except  that  he  went  to  Nova  Scotia  when  a young  man  and  had  a 
large  number  of  descendants. 

To  have  included  them  afterwards  would  have  required  more 
time  and  labor  than  could  have  been  devoted  to  that  purpose.
